THE AIRBORNE SCHOOL 
A PRECEDENT was established at Ft. 

Benning, Ga., on 2 March as 157 men 
received both the parachute and glider 
wings simultaneously upon graduating 
from the new Airborne School. These 
students were the 
first to finish the 
eight-week basic 
airborne qualifica- 
tion course initi- 
ated last January 
when the Para- 
chute School was 
transformed into 
the Airborne 
School. 

Before and dur- 
ing the war, Ft. 
Benning was the 
chief training cen- 
ter for para- 
chutists, while 
glidermen were 
trained and quali- 
fied at Cp. Mackall, N. C., and Maxton Air 
Base, N. C. Parachutists were desperate- 
ly needed at the battlefronts to replace 
the toll being exacted by combat. The 
Parachute School was charged with the 
responsibility of qualifying men as para- 
chutists and getting them to the fronts 
as fast and in as large numbers as pos- 
sible. But, with the end of the war, the 
heavy demand for trained men was 
brought to a halt. Other problems arose 
with the cessation of hostilities—train- 
ing methods were reduced to obsolescence 
by the ever-advancing achievements of 
modern warfare—men were being dis- 
charged, necessitating reorganization of 
the Army to meet its peacetime require- 
ments. 

The airborne training installations 
were reduced and consolidated into two 
posts, Ft. Benning and Ft. Bragg, with 
Ft. Benning acting as airborne training 
headquarters and Ft. Bragg the home 
Station of the peacetime tactical division. 
The changes and improvements prescribed 
by actual battle experiences of airborne 
troops were incorporated into the theme 
of Ft. Benning’s Parachute School, and 
the resulting organization became official- 
ly lesignated the Airborne School. 

The Airborne School, commanded by 
Maj. Gen. Gerry Chapman, has been 
established as the medium through which 
airborne policy, doctrine, and technical 
training are to be centralized and dissemi- 
hated. The new school is graduating men 
qu:lified as both parachutists and glider- 
men, throroughly trained in the ways of 
airborne warfare using either means of 
invasion from the skies; it is graduating 
Men trained for all its services, from the 
expert in planning airborne operations to 
the infantryman who comes out of the 
sky to take and hold ground. 

The majority of students are enrolled 
for the eight-week basic airborne qualifi- 
cation course. This includes four weeks 
of familiarization with the parachute as 
& means of dropping men and equipment 
on any given and specific area ready for 
immediate action. The next four weeks

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“Selection Out” Sought for Army; Also Retirement 
Of Officers and Enlisted Men at Highest Grades 


A Budget approved measure authoriz- 
ing forced retirements under a “selection 
out” system for the Army plus new pro- 
visions for voluntary retirement of offi- 
cers and enlisted men at highest war 
ranks was put before the Senate this 
week by the War Department. 

Brig. Gen. Ira P. Swift, representing 
the G-1 section of the War Department 
General Staff, laid the bill before a sub- 
committee of the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee studying retirement laws. 

Also included in the measure are pro- 
visions for retirement of officers of the 
AUS and Reserve components. 

Highlights of the War Department’s 
draft of the bill are as follows: 

Forced Retirements 

1. Selection boards to cull out officers 
who will be called upon to defend their 
right to be retained in the Regular Army. 

2. Boards of Inquiry who will hear evi- 
dence as to the fitness of the “plucked” 
officers. 

3. Boards of Review who will review 
proceedings of Boards of Inquiry and 
make final recommendations to Secretary 
whose decision will be final. 


4. Officers selected out will, if of less 
than seven years service be discharged ; 
of seven to ten years’ service be dis- 
charged with six months’ severence pay; 
if of ten to 15 years’ service be discharged 
with one year’s severance pay; and if 
more than 15 years’ service be retired un- 
der Act of 31 July 1935. 

5. Boards of Review to hear officers re- 
tired under war-time forced retirement 
law. 

New Retirements 

1. Regular Army officers may retire 
after 15 years’ service, at least half of 
which shall have been commissioned ser- 
vice, at 2% per cent of active duty pay 
times number of years served. 

2. Retirement at 75 per cent for all Reg- 
ular officers who served in military or na- 
val forces prior to 12 Nov. 1918. 

3. Retirement for officers, warrant offi- 
cers and flight officers, other than Regu- 
lar Army, at 15 years’ service with same 
pay as Regulars would receive under Act 
of 31 July 1935. 

4. Warrant officers and enlisted men 
may be retired with the rank and pay

Ground Arms Directed 
To Discuss Techniques 


A series of conferences by various arms 
has been ordered by Army Ground Force 
headquarters for the purpose of discuss- 
ing subjects with regard to “organization, 
equipment and technique which are now 
in controversy.” 

Attending these conferences will -be 
many officers from major commands both 
in this country and overseas. They will 
attempt to conciliate differences of opin- 
ion that have arisen as the result of war 
experience, research, and field tests and 
to work out the most effective procedure, 
doctrine, and training for development of 
our post-war Army. 

Currently in session is an Artillery con- 
ference at Ft. Sill, Okla., which convened 
18 March and will be in session until 30 
March. An Armored conference will be 
held at Ft. Knox, Ky., beginning 13 May. 
An Infantry conference has been decided 
upon but no date has been set. 

It was felt that in addition to the 
recommendations of the War Department 
General Board, which conducted an ex- 
tensive survey in the European Theater, 
and of the Patch Board which was later 
reconvened under the leadership of Lt. 
Gen. William H. Simpson, suggestions and 
recommendations should come from with- 
in the arms themselves. 

Chief among subjects discussed at the 
Fort Sill conference will be the grouping 
and possible consolidation of types of 
Artillery, employment of rocket battal- 
ions, the use of howitzers, bazookas, re- 
coilless weapons, and several types of 
rockets. 

The Infantry and Armored conferences 
undoubtedly will consider suggestions al- 
ready made by the other boards of survey 
concerning integration of armor as part

under which its students and faculty in- 
clude not only officers of all the Armed 
Forces but also representatives of the 
State Department. 


Service Pay 

The Secretaries of War and Navy gave 
strong endorsement this week before the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee to the 
recommendations of the joint pay board 
for a 20 per cent blanket increase in pay 
and allowances of all service personnel 

Thus started, the Senate Committee 
plans to continue hearings next week, 
while the House committee also is pre- 
pared to proceed with the project. 

Secretary Forrestal declared the pro- 
posed measure to be merely interim re- 
lief and suggested that a long range pay 
study should be entrusted to a civilian 
board. He said: 

“Although the recommendations of the In 
terdepartmental Pay Committce were made 
after lengthly deliberation and discussion, 
these recommendations constitute only an in 
terim measure to provide relief for acknowl- 
edged rises in living costs and to furnish a 
vital incentive needed to procure and retain 
adeuate numbers of high type officers and 
men. It was not the function nor the purpose 
of this Committee to attempt to overhaul the 
entire pay structure of the services. This 
task, I believe, should be entrusted to a board 
composed of outstanding qualified civilians 
in no way associated with the Government 
and who will be free to devote their undivided 
attention to this problem for at least a year 

“Pending such a permanent and over-all 
revision of our pay structure, I consider it 
urgent that the increase proposed in the pend- 
ing bill be adopted. The average enlisted 
man’s pay in 1945, including food, hospitali- 
zation and clothing, was $158 per month, of 
which his take-home pay was but $70. Dur 
ing this same year the average employee in

Navy Leaders Protest 
President’s Estimates 


The Navy’s case for upward revision of 
Budget Bureau proposals is being laid 
before a House subcommittee on naval 
appropriations following firm stands 
taken by Navy leaders during the week 
before the House Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee. 


At the direction of President Truman 
the House committees will hear soon 
from Budget Director Harold D. Smith, 
who is to explain the proposed cuts in 
Navy estimates. 

President Truman stated at his press 
conference Thursday that the Navy’s 
statements about the budget are mislead- 
ing and not in accord with the facts. 

Adequate consideration was given to 
the Navy’s requested figure, according to 
Budget Bureau officials, and the view was 
expressed by the President that a com- 
plete misunderstanding exists and should 
be cleared up as soon as possible. 

Fleet Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, chief 
of naval operations; Vice Admiral Louis 
E Denfeld, Chief of Naval Personnel ; and 
Vice Admiral George F. Hussey, Chief of 
the Bureau of Ordnance, appeared be- 
fore the House Naval Affairs Committee 
during the past week, and each presented 
viewpoints representing the positions they 
hold, but all pointing toward one objec- 
tive—upward revision of the Navy budg- 
et to $6,325,000,000, as originally re- 
quested. 

Hearings are being conducted simul- 
taneously by the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, which has attracted the 
greater attention, and the appropriations 
subcommittee, but it will be the latter 
which will ultimately forward recom- 
mendations to the House on whether the 
present figure of $4,224,000,000 is ade- 
quate. This group is holding closed ses- 
sions. 

Testimony of the three flag officers 
presaged the nature of testimony they 
will give to the appropriations subcom- 
mittee. Vice Admiral Denfeld declared 
Thursday that the budget figure proposed 
by President Truman is absolutely es- 
sential to provide the manpower needed 
to carry out the Navy’s post-war missions. 
Vice Admiral Hussey said that any 
amount less than the President’s figure 
would seriously affect study and experi- 
ments in ordnance development. 

Earlier, Fleet Admiral Nimitz released 
on Tuesday alternative post-war plans 
that would permit 291 ships under pres- 
ent proposals, or 319 if the Navy is 
granted the appropriation requested. 
With this reduction in seagoing force, he 
said, personnel strength would be cut by 
1 March 1947 to 437,000 men, and the 
number of aircraft would be reduced from 
a planned total of 8,005 to 6,190. Instead 
of 3,613 combat and 4,392 supporting air- 
craft, there would be only 2,782 and 3,408, 
respectively. Another marked ent was of 
25 per cent in the amount allotted for 
maintenance and operation, research, 
training, procurement of new aircraft, 
and other items considered by Nimitz to 
be necessary to maintain an effective 
fighting force.

Low Board Recommendations 

A preliminary report containing rec- 
ommendations for post-war policy on pro- 
motions and retirements of Regular Navy 
officers has been submitted to the Chief of 
Naval Personnel, but it will be held in 
abeyance until post-war officer strength 
is determined. 

It was learned that the report contains 
detailed proposals for the peace-time sys- 
tems of promotion and retirement of Reg- 
ular Navy officers, matters which are com- 
plicated by an anticipated lineal adjust- 
ment of officers, and a study of means of 
reducing forced attrition in senior ranks. 
All proposals of the Low Board must be 
set aside, however, it is said, until peace- 
time officer strengths are determined by 
Congress and the new officers are com- 
missioned in the Regular Navy. Until 
this time, temporary promotions will have 
to be continued in lieu of permanent pro- 
motions, and no adjustment of precedence 
can be made. 

With ofticer strength increased to peace- 
time expectations, an adjustment of per- 
centages allowable for each rank may be 
forthcoming from Congress, one Navy au- 
thority declared. Otherwise, the same 
source stated, it is expected that all of- 
ficers will be retained in their present 
ranks and with the same relative prec- 
edence, and that, in effect, no actual lineal 
adjustment would occur. 





New Army Uniforms 


Army officers and enlisted men will 
dress alike after 30 June 1948, in olive- 
drab battle jackets and trousers for duty 
and dress, and in dress blue uniforms for 
special dress occasions. 

Except for insignia denoting rank or 
rating, uniforms will be identical, the 
War Department has announced. Experi- 
mental models of the dress blues include 
gold buttons. 


WAVES in Permanent USNR 


The Navy Department has this week 
requested legislation to make the Wom- 
en’s Reserve a permanent part of the 
Naval Reserve establishment. 

The Department asked also that re- 
strictions on the number and rank of 
WAVE members be removed, they being 
now limited to the rank of captain. 

Because the “location of extremely im- 
portant work in which the capabilities of 
women are superior is not limited to” 
the American area and the Territories 
of Hawaii and Alaska, the Navy Depart- 
ment suggests that “the area of duty 
should have the flexibility of administra- 
tive decision.” 

The Department also includes in its 
suggested bill a provision that would rec- 
ognize a husband dependent for full sup- 
port as being eligible for dependents al- 
lowances and benefits. 


Alcan Highway Cleared 


A House Roads Committee has cleared 
the Army of charges of extravagance in 
the construction of the 1,422-mile Alcan 
highway from Dawson Creek, British Co- 
lumbia, to Alaska. 

A four-month study of the construction 
was ended this week with a report show- 
ing that the cost of $138,000,000 repre- 
sented as great an economy as possible, 
and that the Army and Public Roads Ad- 
ministration had done a splendid job. 








Honor Gen. Sarnoff 


The Medal for Merit was presented to 
Brig. Gen. David Sarnoff, President of 
Radio Corporation of America, by Maj. 
Gen. H. C. Ingles, Chief Signal Officer of 
the United States Army, who represented 
President Truman at a presentation cere- 
mony held 18 March at Radio City. 

The citation, read by Col. Jay D. B. 
Lattin, Signal Officer 2nd Service Com- 
mand, Governor’s Island, said : 

“David Sarnoff, for exceptionally meritori- 
ous conduct in the performance of outstand- 
ing service®s to the United States as Presi- 
dent, Radio Corporation of America, from 
October 1942 to March 1944, Mr. Sarnoff placed 
the full resources of his company at the dis- 
posal of the Army whenever needed, regard- 
less of the additional burden imposed upon 
his organization. He encouraged key person- 
nel to enter the service, and at his direction 
RCA engineers and technicians rendered spe- 
cial assistance on numerous complex com- 
munications problems. He fostered electronic 
advances which were adapted to military 
n°eds with highly beneficial results. The 
wholehearted spirit of cooperation which Mr. 
Sarnoff inculcated in his subordinates was of 
inestimable value to the war effort. 

(signed) Harry Truman.” 

General Sarnoff was _ previously 
awarded the Legion of Merit on 11 Octo- 
ber 1944, for “exceptional meritorious 
conduct in the performance of outstand- 
ing service” when he was on military 
service overseas. 


USNR Lapel Insignia 

Naval Reserve lapel- insignia, in the 
form of a gold button with the initials 
“USNR” at the top, are being distributed 
to Naval Reserve personnel on inactive 
duty. The button depicts an eagle with 
outspread wings and superimposed on a 
fouled anchor.

16 Year Retirements 

Senator Walsh, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Naval Committee, this week asked 
Senator Thomas, chairman of the Senate 
Military Committee, to release the 16- and 
20-year enlisted retirement bill which his 
committee has been holding all of this 
session. 

The bill originally passed the Senate 
applying retirement benefits only to the 
Navy. The House amended it to include 
the Army. Back in the Senate Senator 
Walsh asked that the Military committee 
consider the House amendment. The 
War Department submitted a non-com- 
mittal statement. Now, however, Senator 
Maybank’s subcommittee says they will 
take it up next week. 


Adm. Vickery Dies 

Vice Admiral Howard L. Vickery, whose 
wartime efforts as vice chairman of the 
U. S. Maritime Commission resulted in 
the rapid development of the American 
merchant marine, died Thursday at Palm 
Springs, Calif. : 

He was graduated from the Naval 
Academy in 1915, and was on convoy duty 
during World War I. His peacetime 
duties centered around ship construction 
and repair, and in 1937 he joined the 
War Shipping Administration as assistant 
to Vice Admiral Emory S. Land. In 1942, 
at the request of President Roosevelt for 
8,000,000 tons of shipping, he urged Henry 
Kaiser to start his shipbuilding program,

Stimson Blames Short 

Duties of the Hawaiian Army com- 
mander were described by Henry L. Stim- 
son in his statement to the Pearl Harbor 
committee in such a way as to place blame 
for the disaster squarely on Maj. Gen. 
Walter Short. 

Gen. Short failed in his duties as for- 
tress commander to such an extent, Stim- 
son charged, that he “betrayed a miscun- 
ception of his real duty which was almost 
beyond belief.” 

He declared “General Short had been 
told the two essential facts: (1) A war 
with Japan is threatening. (2) Hostile 
action by Japan is possible at any 10- 
ment. Given those two facts, both of 
which were stated without equivocat ion 
in the message of 27 November, the o'It- 
post commander should be on the aleri to 
make his fight.”

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Army Retirement Bill 
(Continued from first page) 
based on their highest war rank but not 
higher than fourth pay period. 

5. Advanced retired grade is limited to 
those whose permanent grade was not 
more than one grade lower than war 
rank, or whose active service pay was in 
sixth pay period ; or shall have completed 
28 or more years for retirement. 

Preliminary to giving a detailed resume 
of the provisions of the bill, General 
Swift stated that “the legislation recom- 


mended by the War Department is sub- | 


stantially parallel to the recent law (Pub- 


lic Law 305, 79th Congress) affecting the | 


Navy,” and that “the equalization that 
is necessary can be accomplished by 
relatively minor adjustments within ex- 
isting law rather than the creation of a 
new retirement system for reserve com- 
ponents.” 

The bill calls for the repeal of the war- 
time law—Public Law 190,—and the sub- 
stitution for it of permanent peacetime 
procedure, also for the repeal of section 
24(b) of the National Defense Act, which 
deals with the Classification of officers. 

By the terms of the bill, officers retired 
from the Army by the provisions of Pub- 
lic Law 190 would have the opportunity 


to have their cases reviewed, with the | 


possibility of their being reinstated in the 
Regular Army. 


Explanatory of the provisions of the 


legislation, General Swift said that “Any 
plan for non-disability retirement in- 
cludes at least four essential elements: 
(1) the basis for determining eligibility ; 
(2) the degree to which such basis ap- 
plies to both the Government and the in- 
dividual; (3) the rate of retirement pay; 
(4) the rank or grade on which retire- 
ment is based.” 


Elaborating General

Swift said that the essential elements of | 


the plan are as follows: 
(1) “Base eligibility for retirement pay 


of all personnel on active Federal service 


performed and require that, for officers, 
at least 50 per cent of the total Federal 
service must be in a commissioned grade. 
This corresponds to the eligibility provi- 
sion of the Navy law now.” 

(2) “Amend existing law so that it will 
authorize voluntary retirement for officers 
of all components on the same basis as 
now provided for Regular Army officers.” 
“At the present time the law authorizes 
retirement, in the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of War, of Regular Army Officers 
after 15 years of service with pay at 2% 
per cent per year.” “The War Department 
proposed that this law be retained and 
broadened to include non-Regular officers 
on the same basis as Regular officers.” 
“The Bureau of the Budget has recom- 
mended that the 15 year limit be changed 
to 20 years to agree with the Navy De- 
partment.” “The War Department has no 
objection to this change if the committee 
deems it advisable. In fact the War De- 
partment thinks it would be desirable.” 
General Swift stated that this would af- 
fect only Regular Army officers at pres- 
ent. 

(3) “Authorize all officers otherwise 
eligible to retirement (to be retired) in 
the highest wartime grade satisfactorilly 


held by them. This is identical with the | 


Navy provision.” The War Department 
suggested the following restriction of this, 
applicable only to Regular Army officers: 
“To provide that no Regular Army officer 
may use wartime rank for retirement pur- 
poses for non-disability retirement until 
he has completed at least 28 years’ serv- 
ice, has reached the permanent grade of 
colonel or has reached a permanent grade 
one below his highest wartime grade.” 

Pointing out that the above restriction 
is not in the Navy Act and may be re- 
garded as discriminatory, General Swift 
Said that the War Department wants it. 
Continuing, the General said, “As this 
retirement is discretionary, the Secretary 
of-War could provide that administra- 
tively” but the Department “believes it 
would be better to have it in the law as 
a prohibition.” The War Department does 
not wish to add inducements to highly 
qualified, relatively young officers to re- 
tire on the basis of high wartime rank 
until they have reached a reasonable pe- 
riod of active service. 

(4) “Authorize Regular Army enlisted 
men who held commissions during the 
war to retire in those grades when other- 


wise eligible. This agrees with the Navy | 








provision.” .“The War Department. pro- 
posal contains a proviso which would 
limit the retire pay of such an enlisted 
man to that of the 4th pay period.” Gen- 
eral Swift said that “to equalize Army 
and Navy provisions this limitation 
should be removed. The War Department 
has no objection to removing it or letting 
it stand.” 

(5) “Retain the present law which au- 
thorizes retirement of enlisted men after 
20 years of service with pay at 2% per 


cent per year. This is comparable to the 


Navy law and is another reason for adopt- 


ing the 20-year limit for officers instead of | 


continuing it at 15.” “That 20 year retire- 
ment provision for enlisted men corre- 
sponds to a proposed retirement provision 
in a Navy bill which is pending.” 

Referring to the fact that by the pend- 
ing bill, 8.1438, Army and Navy person- 
nel would be on the same basis of retire- 
ment to the reserves after 16 years, Gen- 
eral Swift said, “The Army has not 
specifically asked for a 16 year limit on 
transfer to the enlisted reserves.” 

(6) “Authorize retirement privileges 
for nurses on the same basis as for offi- 
cers.” 


General Swift then stated that officers | 


would be removed from the active list 
in the following manner: “Annually a 
board of officers will screen the records 
of all officers on the active list and select 
those who will be required to show cause 
why they should be retained.” “Officers 
so selected shall be given a fair hearing 
before another board which will, upon 
the completion of the hearing, recommend 
either retention or removal of the officer 
to the Secretary of War.” “An officer 
so recommended for removal may appeal 
the decision to a review board appointed 
by the Secretary of War. The individual 
will be given a hearing before the review 
board which will also recommend to the 
Secretary of War that such individuals 
be retained or removed.” “In cases 
where both boards recommend removal, 
the action of the Secretary of War shall 
be final.” 

“The bill also provides that an officer 
whose removal is approved by the Secre- 
tary of War shall: If he has less than 7 
years’ service be ‘discharged; if lie has 
from 7 to 10 years’ service, he shall be 
discharged with 6 months pay; if from 
10 to 15 years’ service he shall be dis- 
charged with one years’ pay; if he has 
over 15 years’ service he shall be retired 
at 2% per cent a year.” General Swift 
commented that with the option of retir- 
ing at 2% per cent per year it would re- 
lieve an officer who knows he is headed 
for a board review of the embarrassment 
and humiliation of going before a board. 

Continuing, General Swift stated that 
“This proposed bill provides for the re- 
view by the Secretary of War’s review 
board of Public 190 cases, including 
hearings in each case, and authorizes 
restoration to the active list or reappoint- 
ment if so recommended by the review 
board and approved by the Secretary of 
War.” 

Following is the full text of the bill as 
proposed by the War Department and in- 
troduced by Senator Maybank: 


TITLE I 


ELIMINATION 

SEC. 101. Notwithstanding any other pro- 
vision of law, the Secretary of War is hereby 
authorized, for such causes as may be satis- 
factory to him, to remove any commissioned 
officer from the active list of the Regular 
Army in the manner hereinafter prescribed. 

SEC. 102. Immediately following the en- 
actment of this Act, and once annually there- 
after, the Secretary of War shall convene a 
selection board of five general officers which 
shall review the records of all officers on the 
active list of the Regular Army to determine 
which of such officers shall be required to 
show cause why they should be retained on 
the active list. Selection of any officer to show 
eause for retention shall be based upon his 
failure to achieve such standards of perform- 
ance as the Secretary of War shall by regula- 
tions prescribe, or on other good and suffi- 
cient reasons appearing to the satisfaction 
of the Secretary of War and of which the 
selection board is advised. 

SEC. 108. Any officer selected to show cause 
for retention shall be accorded a fair and 
impartial hearing before a board of inquiry, 
consisting of not less than three general offi- 
cers, convened at such place or places as the 
Secretary of War may prescribe to receive 
evidence and to make findings and recom- 
mendations to the officer’s fitness to be re- 
tained on the active list: Provided, That if, 
at this or any subsequent stage of the pro- 
ceedings prescribed by this title, recom- 
mendation is made for the retention of any 














officer on the active list, his case shall there- 
upon be closed and shall not be subject to 
further action, except that such officer may, 
again be selected to show cause for retention 
at any future time in accordance with the 
provisions of section 102 of this title. 

SEC. 104. The board of inquiry shall for- 
ward the record of its proceedings in each 
case to a board of ‘review, consisting of not 
less than five general officers, convened by 
the Secretary of War at such times as he 
deems appropriate, to review each case and 
make recommendations as to the retention 
of the officer concerned on the active list. 
When a board of review recommends 
against the retention of any officer on 
the active list, such recommendation shall be 
transmitted to the Secretary of War for his 
action thereon. The action of the Secretary 
of War in removing any officer from the ac- 
tive list shall be final and conclusive: Pre- 
vided, That any time prior to removal, the 
application of any officer for honorable dis- 
charge or voluntary retirement under this 
Act or any other provision of law may, if the 
applicant is otherwise qualified therefor, be 
granted by the Secretary of War. 

SEC. 105. Any officer who is under con- 
sideration for removal from the active list 
shall be allowed to appear in person or by 
couns'] at proceedings before any board of 
inquiry or any board of final review, and 
shall, at all stages of the proceedings, be al- 
lowed full access to and furnished copies of 
records pertinent to his case. No person shall 
sit as a member of more than ghe of the 
boards convened under sections 102, 108, or 
104 of this title in the consideration of the 
case of the same officer. 

SEC. 106. Each officer removed from the ac- 
tive list of the Regular Army pursuant to 
this title shall- 

(a) If on the date of removal he has com- 
pleted less than seven years’ active Federal 
commissioned service, be honorably dis- 
charg°d in the permanent grade then held; 

(b) If on the date of removal he has com- 
pleted seven or more but less than ten years 
of such service, be honorably discharged in 
the permanent grade then held, with sever- 
ance pay equal to six months’ base and 
longevity pay computed upon such grade; 

(c) If on the date of removal he has com- 
pleted ten or more but less than fifteen years 
of such service, be honorably discharged in 
the permanent grade then held, with sever- 
ance pay equal to one year’s base and longev- 
ity pay computed upon such grade; 

(d) If on the date of removal he has com- 
pleted fifteen or more years of such service, 
be retired in the permanent grade then held, 
with retired pay equal to the retired pay 
which he would receive if retired in sach 
grade upon his own application under section 
5 of the Act of July 31, 1935 (49 Stat. 507) 
as now or hereafter amended. 

SEC. 107. (a) The Secretary of the War 
shall transmit the records of all proceedings 
in the case of each person heretofore removed 
from the active list of the Regular Army pur- 
suant to the provisions of section 2 of the 
Joint Resolution of 29 July 1941 (55 Stat. 606) 
to a board of review convened under section 
104 of this title. Bach person so removed shall 
be notified of the reference of his case to such 
board for review, and shall be accorded op- 
portunity to appear before the board in per- 
son or by counsel. After full and fair con- 
sideration of all the facts and circumstances 
of each such case as they existed at the time 
of removal, the board shall transmit to the 
Secretary of War a report thereon contain- 
ing its findings of fact, its conclusion on the 
question whether such removal was justified, 
and its recommendation on the question 
whether the officer affected should be restored 
to the active list pursuant to the provisions of 
this section. 

(b) In each such case in which the Secre- 
tary of War approves a recommendation for 
the restoration of any person to the active list 
of the Regular Army, he shall transmit the 
record of proceedings to the President, who 
is authorized and requested to appoint such 
person, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, as a commissioned officer on 
the active list of the Regular Army in the 
grade and with the seniority which he would 
have attained by operation of law if he had 
not been removed therefrom. In all other 
eases the action taken by the Secretary of 
War shall be final and conclusive for all pur- 
poses. The Secretary of War shall transmit 
to each person affected a copy of the report 
made by the board of review in his case and 
written notice as to the disposition thereof. 

(c) In determining length of active Fed- 
eral commissioned service for all purposes of 
pay, allowances, appointment, promotion and 
retirement, the provisions of this section shall 
be deemed to have served as an officer on the 
active list of the Regular Army from the 
date of his removal therefrom to the date of 
his restoration thereto, and upon restoration 
shall be carried as an additional number in 
the grade in which restored to the active list 
or in any grade to which he thereafter may 
be promoted. Each officer so restored shall be 
accorded all other rights, benefits, and privi- 
leges to which he would have been entitled if 
he had not been removed from the active list, 
except those based upon active service in time 
of war or emergency not in fact performed 
by him. 

SEC. 108 (a) The Secretary of War may 
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promulgate such regulations as may be neces- 
sary to carry into effect the provisions of this 
title. i , 

(b) No back pay, allowances or compensa- 
tion shall accrue to any person by reason of 
any provision of this title. : 

SEC. 109. Section 24 > of the National De- 
fense Act, as amended by the Act of 4 Juné 
1920 (41 Stat. 773), and the Joint Resolution 
of 29 July 1941 (55 Stat. 606), are hereby re, 
pealed. ,

SEC. 201. 
this title, 
tablish- 

(a) An Officers’ Retired List, to be pub- 
lished annually in the Army Register, upon 
which shall be placed all commissioned offi- 
cers of the Regular Army heretofore or here- 
after retired from active service under any 
provision of law, without limitation as to the 
number of officers who may be placed there- 
on. Any provision of law requiring commis- 
sioned officers of the Regular Army to be 
placed upon the limited or unlimited retired 
lists hereafter shall be deemed to refer to the 
Officers’ Retired List established pursuant 
to this subsection. 

(b) A Reserve Officers’ Retired List, toe be 
published annually in the Army Register, 
upon which shall be placed the means of all 
commissioned officers of the Army of the 
United States, other than those of the Regu- 
lar Army, heretofore or hereafter granted re- 
tirement pay under section 5 of the Act of 
3 April 1939 (53 Stat. 557), as amended (10 
U.S.C, 456), section 1 of the Act of 26 Septem- 
ber 1941 (55 Stat. 773; 10 U.S.C. 456a), sec- 
tion 208 of this title or any law hereafter en;- 
acted to provide retirement pay for commis, 
sioned officers other than those of the Regu- 
lar Army, and the names of all warrant offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Regular Army 
heretofore or hereafter retired under any. pro- 
vision of law, who, by reason of service In 
temporary commissioned grades in the Army 
of the United States or any component there- 
of, are entitled to be retired with commis- 
sioned rank or grade. 

SEC. 202. That portion of section 5 of the 
Act of 31 July 1935 (49 Stat. 507), as amended 
by section -3 of the Act of 13 June 1940 (4 
Stat. 380; 10 U.S.C. 948a, 971b), ending with 
the colon following the second proviso there- 
of is hereby further amended to read as 
follows: 

“That any officer on the active list of the 
Regular Army or Philippine Scouts who shall 
have completed not less than fifteen or more 
than thirty years’ active Federal service in 
the armed forces of the United States, at least 
50 per centum of which shall have been com- 
missioned service, may in the discretion of 
the Secretary of War be retired upon his own 
application with annual pay equal to 2% per 
centum of his active-duty annual pay at the 
time of retirement, multiplied by a number 
equal to the number of years of such active 
Federal service not in excess of 30 years; 
Provided, That in computing the number of 
years of such service for the purpose of de- 
termining the percentage of active-duty an- 
nual pay, and for no other purpose, any 
fractional part of a year amounting to six 
months or more shall be counted as a com- 
plete year: Previded further, That any offi- 
cer on the active list of the Regular Army or 
Philippine Scouts who served in any capacity 
as a member of the Military or Naval Forces 
of the United States prior to 12 November 
1918, shall upon his own application be re- 
tired with annual pay equal to 75 per centum 
of his active-duty annual pay at the time of 
his retirement unless entitled to retired pay 
of a higher grade as hereinbefore provided, 
except that officers with less than twenty 
years’ service, officers appointed to the ac- 
tive list of the Regular Army since 1 January 
1946, and officers who are under investigation 
or who are awaiting trial by courts martial 
or the result of such trial, or whose cases 
are pending before courts of inquiry shall 
be retired only when the application for re- 
tirement in each case has been approved by 
the Secretary of War.” 

SEC. 203. (a) Each commissioned officer of 
the Army of the United States, other than of 
the Regular Army, who shall have completed 
an aggregate of fifteen or more years’ active 
Federal service in the armed forces of the 
United States, at least 50 per centnm of which 
shall have been active Federal commissioned 
service, and each warrant officer and flight 
officer of the Army of the United States who 
shall have completed an aggregate of fifteen 
or more years’ active Federal service in the 
armed forces of the United States, upon his 
own application may, in the discretion of the 
Secretary of War, be granted retirement pay 
in the same amount as the retired pay pre- 
scribed for commissioned officers and war- 
rant officers of the Regular Army of like 
grade and length of service retired respec- 
tively under section 5 of the Act of 31 July 
1935 (49 Stat. 507), as now or he 
amended, or under section 5, of the Act of 21 
August 1941 (55 Stat. 653), as now or here- 
after amended. 

(b) Bligibility of any person to receive ré-

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USMA 144th Anniversary 


Army men throughout the world joined 
on 16 March in observation of the 144th 
anniversary of the founding of the US 
Military Academy. 


Highlighting the occasion was a half- 
hour radio broadcast that featured ad- 
dresses by Secretary of War Robert P. 
Patterson, and Maj. Gen. Maxwell D. Tay- 
lor, superintendent of the Academy. The 
celebration was to take the form of in- 
formal gatherings both in the United 
States and abroad, attended by West 
Point graduates. 

Both speakers voiced praise for the 
high standards of the Academy and the 
attainments of its graduates. Secretary 
Patterson named world peace through 
world security as the greatest challenge 
to West Pointers but stated that they 
would be stirred to their supreme effort. 
He added: 

“I say this in all confidence because I am 
familiar with the accomplishment of West 
Point graduates in war and Peace. No task 
has been too hard for them. The word ‘impos- 
sible’ is unknown to them. In every endeavor 
for their country, they set a high standard. 

“That was particularly true in the Army 
which won us victory over Germany and 
Japan. It was not a West Point Army. Among 
its 872,000 officers, less than 9,000 were grad- 
uates of the United States Military Academy. 
But the quality of their leadership offset the 
smallness of their numbers. They were the 
leaven which raised a citizen army to the 
heights of combat achievement and victory. 
over two powerful military machines. Our 
global strategy, brilliantly conceived and ef- 
fectively executed) had its roots in the class- 
rooms of West Point. In every one of our 
superb fighting units, there was the spirit of 
West Point.” 

Maj. Gen. Taylor told the Cadets, in 
particular, that: 

“Victory does not mean the end of work 
at West Point. It is in peace that the real 
work of the Academy is done in preparation 
against the day when the calamity of war 
may again face the nation, Although the rest 
of the nation may turn away from military 
ways, the Academy continues quietly with its 
mission of rearing the professional officers 
of the future armies of democracy. ...” 

Toward this end, the standards at West 
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Point are set so as to fit all types of stu- 
dents and produce trained officers, Maj. 
Gen. Taylor stated. 

“Democratic in their origins, the cadets live 
in a Spartan society of the purest democracy. 
Every cadet lives alike, dresses alike, eats the 
same food, sleeps in the same type of simple 
room, and reaches the same standards of 
scholarship and character. There are men in 
the Corps of every racial origin, every color 
and every religion. The grey coat covers alike 
the ex-officer and the ex-soldier, the city boy 
and the country boy, Park Avenue and the 
East Side. All distinctions are lost in the 
Corps, for recognition goes to what a man 
is and does—not to what he was or whom he 
knew.” 

In addition to the addresses of Secre- 
tary Patterson and Maj. Gen. Taylor, the 
broadcast included the Cadet choir of 163 
voices, the Cadet Glee club, the USMA 
band, and interviews of Cadets in the 
first and third classes. 

At Ft. Benning, Ga., the annual West 
Point dinner was held, 120 graduates pres- 
ent. Speeches were made by the oldest 
graduate present, Brig. Gen. Walter S. 
Fulton, and by the youngest, Lt. Keith 
Monroe, _and by Maj. Gen. John W.

Added “Profs” For USMA 


To authorize additional permanent pro- 
fessors at West Point, Sen. Thomas, Utah, 
and Rep. May, Ky., this week introduced 
legislation drafted by the War Depart- 
ment. The bills provide for an additional 
professor for each of the nine depart- 
ments that have permanent professors at 
present and one each for the departments 
of Law and Ordnance, which are not now 
headed by permanent professors. 

To act as Dean of the Academic Board 
there would also be authorized an added 
permanent professor who, acting as a 
staff offcer, would be the liaison between 
the Superintendent of the Academy and 
its professorial set-up. 

The new incumbents, other than the 
Dean, would have the rank, pay, allow- 
ances, retirement rights and other bene- 
fits now authorized for permanent pro- 
fessors. The Dean would have the rank, 
pay, allowances, retirement rights and 
other benefits of a brigadier general. 


Set Medal Designs 
Pending printing of changes in AR 
600-35, designs for the World War II Vic- 
tory Medal and the Women’s Army Corps 
Service Medal are given in Sec. I, War 
Department Circular 74, 14 March. 
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Study Army’s “Caste System” 


Critics of the Army’s so-called “caste 
system” will be given the opportunity to 
express their convictions on military life 
soon before a special civilian board of 
former enlisted men and officers created 
by Secretary of War Patterson to help 
mold post-war policy. 

A board consisting entirely of reserv- 
ists or former Navy men, rather than 
Regular Navy officers, will be convened 
soon to conduct a similar investigation, 
Vice Admiral Louis Denfield, Chief of 
Naval Personnel, has announced. 

“In the last few years millions have 
served in the Army who would not have 
done so had it not been for the war,” Sec- 
retary Patterson said. “Their presence 
in the Army was a stimulant to wide- 
spread discussions of the status and priv- 
ileges of enlisted personnel. Now, while 
the experience of the war is still fresh in 
our minds and we are planning for our 
future Army, the time is right to take 
stock and to determine what changes, if 
any, should be made in our practices. It 
is my desire that our personnel policies be 
based on the objective of building a citi- 
zens’ Army of the best type possible.” 

The subject of inquiry will be relation- 
ships between officers and enlisted men 
both on and off duty. In establishing the 
board, Secretary Patterson requested its 
six members particularly to look into 
such questions as housing, clothing, liv- 
ing conditions, and recreational facilities 
available to enlisted men and women as 
compared with those for officers. Another 
suggested topic was the enlisted promo- 
tion system. 

Heading the board is Lt. Gen. James H. 
Doolittle, who commanded the Eighth Air 
Force, and led the first bomber raid on 
Tokyo. He was on terminal leave in Flor- 
ida when he received his appointment to 
the board and flew to Washington im- 
mediately to discuss the subject with Sec- 
retary Patterson. He enlisted as a flying 
cadet 6 Oct. 1917, and was commissioned 
a Second Lieutenant, Signal Reserve, 
Aviation Section, on 11 March 1918. He 
accepted a commission in the Reg- 
ular Army and stayed in until 1930 when 
he resigned his commission to enter com- 
mercial aviation. He returned to active 
duty as a major, Reserve Corps, on 1 July 
1940. President Truman nominated him 
to be a brigadier general, Regular Army, 
but he already has accepted a job with 
Shell Oil and is now on terminal leave. 

All the other five members were en- 
listed men at one time and three served as 
officers as well. 

They are: 

Troy H. Middleton, former Lieutenant Gen- 
eral, who commanded the 45th Division in 
North Africa and Sicily, and is now Comp- 
troller of Louisiana State University. He en- 
listed in the Regular Army 3 March 1910. 

Robert Neville, of New York City, who was 
on the staff of Yank Magazine as an enlisted 
man and became editor of the Stars and 
Stripes in Italy. He was a lieutenant colonel 
when he went on terminal leave to return to 
civilian writing. His views on officer-enlisted 
man relationships were published recently in 
magazines of national circulation. 

Adna H. Underhill, of Freeville, New York, 
who rose from platoon sergeant at Camp Lee 
to paratrooper captain by way of the Fort 
Belvoir Officers Candidate School and the 
First Special Service Force School at Fort 
Harrison. He has the Purple Heart, and won 








a Silver Star at Anzio while leading his com- 
pany. At presenf, he works for the Bureau of 
Game, New York State Canservation Depart- 
ment. 

Jake W. Lindsey, former technical sergeant, 
of Lucedale, Mississippi, who was the 100th 
infantryman to win the Medal of Honor. He 
got the award for action near Hamich, Ger. 
many, 16 Nov. 1944, wher he killed 20 of the 
enemy, wounded an unknown number, and 
captured three, in addition to knocking out 
two machineguns and capturing two other 
machineguns. Now he works for the Veterans 
Administration at Lexington, Massachusetts, 

Meryll M. Frost, of Hanover, New Hamp- 
shire, who was seriously wounded at Bari, 
Italy, when he was a sergeant with the 45ist 
Bomb Group. He spent 18 months tecuperat- 
ing at Valley Forge General Hospital then 
resumed studies last July at Dartmouth Col- 
lege where he is scheduled to be graduated 
this June. Last fall, Frost was captain of 
the Dartmouth football team and recently he 
won the Philadelphia Sportswriters’ Award 
as the most courageous athlete of the year 
1945. 

Hearings before the board will commence 
before the end of March and will be carried 
on as long as the board deems necessary. At 
their conclusion the board will prepare its 
final report and recommendations to the See- 
retary. 





Try Fukuoka Head 

Yokohama, Japan—Charged with re 
sponsibility for the death of 150 Allied 
prisoners of war, Yaichi Rikitake, former 
commander of POW Camp No. 3 at Fuku- 
oka, Kyushu, has been put on trial before 
an Eighth Army Military Commission. 

Maj. William Holsinger, and Capt. 
Richard F. Upton, are prosecuting and 
the defense is being handled by Maj. 
Burton K. Philips, Lt. Robert J. Collins, 
and Lt. Lloyd A. Schneider. 


Col. William B. Yancey heads the 
Eighth Army Commission, and other 
members are: Col. Lester S. Bork, Lt. 


Col. Glenn I. Epperson, Maj. Earnest 0. 
Lepera, Capt. Earl Hageman, and Capt. 
Lucin A. Durham. 

Also a second common trial of suspected 
Japanese war criminals at Yokohama has 
begun before an Eigth Army Commission 
headed by Col. Oliver C. Trechter. Three 
Japanese, Nubuo Kanayama, Tsuyoshi 
Sakai, and Kiyoichi Mori, are being 
tried on charges that they committed and 
permitted atrocities at Prisoner of War 
Camp No. 6 at Omine, Honsku. 

Prosecution attorneys are Lt. Andrew 
R. Stevenson and Lt. Maurice Fixel. The 
defense is being handled by Capt. William 
T. Martin, jr., and Lt. Thomas J. Murphy, 
S. 
Members of Col. Trechter’s commission 
are Col. Lawrence B. Wyant, Maj. Wil-

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Navy E M as Officers 


Enlisted men provided 22 per cent of 
the Navy’s wartime officers and continue 
to be one of the best sources of offiecr 
candidates, Vice Admiral Louis E. Den- 
feld, Chief of Naval Personnel, has de- 
clared. 

Of the 329,207 officers procured be- 
tween 1 January 1942 and 31 December 
1945, a total of 74,185 were former en- 
listed men who had actually served in 
enlisted status, and the total figure of all 
officers procured during this pericd, who 
were at one time in enlisted status, is 
182,957, or 56 per cent of the total. 

The changing method of filling the 
Navy’s need for officers is described in 
a Navy Department statement in which 
Vice Admiral Denfeld released these to- 
tals. College-trained men in civilian life, 
the Navy’s greatest potential source of 
officers at the outbreak of the war, were 
gradually supplemented by former en- 
listed men who had gained the necessary 
experience. 

By the spring of 1943, the proportion 
of the Navy’s officers commissioned di- 
rectly from civilian life to those com- 
missioned from enlisted ranks had radi- 
cally changed. In January 1942, approxi- 
mately 25 per cent of the commissions 
were awarded to enlisted men, while in 
July 1945, this had increased to more 
than 50 per cent. 

As the Navy points toward peacetime 
strength it will emphasize to the service 
that many enlisted men are annually ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy on the 
basis of competitive examination. In the 
class that entered the Naval Academy in 
1945, for example, 66 per cent of the total 
enrollment of 1,142 students were for- 
merly enlisted personnel of the various 
services. The Naval Academy Prepara- 
tory School for enlisted men, which pre- 
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pares eligible candidates for the entrance 
examinations will continue in this ca- 
pacity. Last year over 2,000 enlisted 
candidates attended this school. 

In addition, a plan under which en- 
listed men may qualify for transfer to the 
college Naval Reserve Officers Training 
Corps has been presented to Congress. 
The Navy is formulating a plan to con- 
tinue the award of direct commissions to 
qualified enlisted men according to the 
needs of the service, and the V-5 program 
continues to accept applications from en- 
listed men for aviation training. 

During the war there were six ways in 
which an enlisted man-could become a 
commissioned officer. These were: Direct 
temporary and permanent appointments 
as commissioned officers; the V-5 avia- 
tion training program; the V-7 program 
for reserve midshipmen; the V-12 college 
training program; competitive examina- 
tion for entrance into the United States 
Naval Academy.

Temp. USN Commissions 
Revocable 


The Navy Department is accepting ap- 
plications for termination of temporary 
commissions for officers whose permanent 
status is enlisted and who become eligible 
for retirement or transfer to the Fleet 
Reserve. 

Alnav 117 announces details of the 
plan by which temporary officers with 
discharge points that meet existing criti- 
cal scores may. be granted terminal leave. 
The Navy reserves the right to refuse 
acceptance of such requests, and offers 
the following choices: 

“Such requests should be submitted in 
writing to BuPers via official channels. If 
the request is approved, the officer will be 
granted accrued leave and upon the ex- 
piration thereof may either be discharged 
from the USN for the convenience of the 
Government or continue to serve in his 
enlisted status as he chooses. In the lat- 
ter event, time spent in officer status will 
count for the purpose of determining eli- 
gibility for Permanent Appointment or 
advancement in rating.” 








Retirement of USN Captains 


Captains of the Regular Navy may sub- 
mit to the Bureau of Naval Personnel a 
written communication inviting attention 
to any matter of record in the Navy De- 
partment or any other official matter con- 
cerning himself which he deems of im- 
portance in consideration of his retire- 
ment. 

Such correspondence will be submitted 
to a board to be convened at the Navy 
Department on 18 April 1946 to consider 
and recommend for retirement officers 
serving in the rank of Captain, USN, 
either line ‘or staff, under either perma- 
nent or temporary appointment, under 
the provisions of Public Law 305, ap- 
proved 21 Feb. 

“The communication shall not contain 
any reflection upon the character, con- 
duct, or motives of or criticism of any 
officer,” according to Alnav 120, in which 
the announcement was made. These com- 
munications should be forwarded by air 
mail direct to the Bureau for delivery to 
the President of the Board. The Alnav 
states further: 

“Complete records including Medical 
Records will be’submitted to the Board. 
In making its recommendations the 
Board will be instructed to take into con- 





sideration not only the relative profes. 
sional qualifications of the officers con- 
cerned, with particular reference to their 
demonstrated or apparent potential 
ability to perform all duties of their rank, 
but also their ages and their physical fit- 
ness for all duties.” 

Public Law 305 provides for the forci- 
ble retirement of Regular Navy officers 
at their highest temporary rank “if his 
performance of duty in such rank as de 
termined by the Secretary of the Navy 
has been satisfactory.” 


Marine Corps Warrants Upheld 

The Marine Corps announced this week 
that as a matter of administration, tem- 
porary warrants will not be revoked and 
that reductions in rate are not antici- 
pated and will not be considered until 
re-enlistments are properly evaluated. 

Although present warrants cannot be 
issued, the temporary warrants “are not 
a matter of law but of Marine Corps ad- 
ministration,” a Headquarters announce- 
ment declared. All rates will be continued 
until the post-war strength of the Marine 
Corps is fixed by Congress. With this 
statement of its policy, Headquarters 
wishes to correct what it fears is wide- 
spread apprehension on this pointe 

“Since these men have successfully 
held warrant or commissioned rank dur- 
ing the war, it follows that they should 
not be returned to their former enlisted 
status, often as low as corporal, but 
should be given an enlisted rank com- 
mensurate with what they would have at- 
tained in enlisted status rather than ac- 
cepted commissioned or warrant status,” 
the announcement states. 

“It is reasonable to assume that the 
vast majority of these officers would have 
been able to attain the first pay grade, 
and this Headquarters therefore proposes 
to reenlist in the first pay grade any 
temporary or reserve officer or warrant 
officer who has proven satisfactory in 
time of war in commissioned or warrant 
grade.” 

For other pay grades, the announce- 
ment states “The best information avail- 
able indicates that there will be no reduc. 
tions in rank for men of the fourth pay 
grade and below. The status of the men 
in the first three pay grades cannot be 
determined until such time as the number 
of enlistments can be accurately calcu- 
lated and the number of former officers 
and warrant officers reenlisting in the 
Marine Corps in the first pay grade can 
be ascertained.” 








Navy Nurse Promotions 
Promotion of Navy Nurse Corps offi- 
cers, regular and reserve, to the ranks of 
Lieut. and Lt.(jzg) was authorized effec- 
tive 13 March, the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery has announced in Alnav 125.

UNIVERSAL lesson in the successful conduct of war is the necessity of trained, 

professional leadership and the vital need for thorough discipline throughout 
the ranks. This is the lesson which we hope will be kept in mind by the civilian 
board of former officers and enlisted men which Secretary Patterson has appointed 
to study the so-called “caste system.” The late President F. D. Roosevelt, address- 
ing the 1980 class at the U. S. Military Academy, foresaw the high qualities of 
leadership required of modern officers when he declared that “The strain upon those 
in command of the individual units calls for qualities of leadership perhaps never 
before required in military history. Though the day of the individual champion 
may have passed into history, the day of the leader of small and large units is 
still young.” Fleet Admiral William D. Leahy, while Ohief of Operations of the 
Navy, told new officers what is expected of them: “To inspire confidence, respect, 
and loyalty, epitomizes the outstanding qualities of successful leaders. Confidence 
in oneself is gained by a mastery of profession; respect is inspired by your exercise 
of authority, your bearing and your personality; while the loyalty accorded to you 
is proportionate to your sense of justice, your industry, and your ability to inspire 
others.” Lt. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, USA, whose own qualities of leadership are still 
an inspiration to all who served with or under him, once told a group of newly 
commissioned officers that ‘“‘Teaching the soldier how to use his weapons efficiently, 
how to conduct himself in the field, how to look out for his human necessities, and 
leading him in battle—these are your greatest responsibilities and they are the most 
important and the most difficult of all you will face.” Fleet Admiral Ernest J. King, 
in addressing a class at the U. S. Naval Academy declared that “The means of 
building—and maintaining—high morale and the consequent effective team-work 
can be summed up in one word—discipline—a word very much misunderstood and 
very much abused. True discipline is intelligent obedience for. the consequent effec- 
tiveness of all.” The brilliant mind of the late Lt. Gen. L. J. McNair, USA, whose 
early work in the Army Ground Forces is reflected in our victory, showed his con- 
cern for the problem of training leaders when he wrote in the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL’s “United States at War” (vol. 2) that inadequate leadership was our 
most serious deficiency in 1941, that these conditions improved in 1942, and were 
even better in 1943. “While leadership surely will improve further, I believe that 
reasonably adequate leadership is the outstanding development of the Army Ground 
Forces in 1943.” Just last Saturday Secretary of War Patterson himself epitomized 
the importance of professional leadership when he said of Military Academy gradu- 
ates: “The quality of their leadership offset the smallness of their numbers. They 
were the leaven which raised a citizen army to the heights of combat achievement 
and victory over two powerful military machines, Our global strategy, brilliantly 
conceived and effectively executed, had its roots in the classrooms of West Point. 
In every one of our superb fighting units, there was the spirit of West Point.” 

The winning of two global wars plus the weight of such testimony as given 
above attests to the efficiency of our system of military and naval leadership. Com- 
pare this with Russia’s short-lived effort at a camaraderie Army with political com- 
missars, when little Finland humiliated her until she threw that attempt to the 
winds and restored professional military leadership. These are facts which we urge 
the new board to keep in mind. 


1“ making provision for the retirement of officers of the Army at their war time 
ranks, instead of forcing them to revert to their lower permanent ranks, the 
bill which the War Department this week sent to Congress seeks to perform a 
justice for those who served their nation faithfully and efficiently. In making 
permanent the ranks and pay of the five star Generals of the Army and Fieet 
Admirals, Congress has recognized the principle of the retention of earned rank. 
Similar provision was made in the forced retirement bill passed for the Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps, and Coast Guard. For the elimination and retirement features of the 
War Department’s bill we urge that the committees of Congress hold thorough 
hearings to the end that all categories of officers be permitted to analyze its features 
and give the committees their views.

AAF Rebuilding Started 

The rebuilding of the Army Air Forces

New Wind Tunnel in Use

The tunnel, located at Moffett Field, 
Calif., is designed to operate exclusively 
above the present limit of human flight. 
Tests will be conducted upon models of 
guided missiles and jet and rocket- 
propelled aircraft. 


ATC Pacific Schedule 


Daily flight operations from California 
to Hawaii, Guam and Tokyo were started 
for the Air Transport Command by 
United Airlines 18 March. A fleet of 40 
+543 of the ATC and 75 airline crews 
will be used. 

The service will supplement former mil- 
itary air facilities which provided for one 
daily flight to Tokyo and another to the 
Philippines, and contract carrier thrice 
daily service from the West Coast to 
Hickam Field, Hawaii. Added to such 
flights will be four daily round trips from 
Hamilton Field, Calif., to Honolulu and 
one flight from Honolulu to Tokyo. 

On 25 March an additional daily round 
trip will be operated from Hamilton Field 
to Tokyo. On 28 March an additional 
shuttle will be added from Hamilton Field 
to Honolulu. On the latter date military 
and contract flights will total eight daily 
round trips between California and Hono- 
lulu and four daily round trips westward 
from Honolulu, three to Tokyo and one to 
Manila.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


® FOREIGN AFFAIRS, The past week’s developments in Iran, and more par- 
ticularly regarding Iran, have given to next Monday’s opening meeting of the United 
Nations Organization Security Council in New York City, an immediate importance 
far beyond that which could have been predicted. The unexpected occasion is Iran’s 
formal appeal to UNO for help in getting Russian troops to quit Iranian territory 
without further delay. This is no mere routine, but a deliberate action requiring 
more boldness than the Tehran Government had been expected to display, for it 
followed abruptly Moscow’s formal warning that any such appeal would be regarded 
as an unfriendly act. Regardless of the implication, Ambassador Ala (in Wash- 
ington) in obedience to the instructions from Tehran, presented the appeal to 
Secretary General Trygve Lie of UNO, as almost the first activity of Mr. Lie in his 
new post, and the appeal was duly scheduled for inclusion in the council’s pro- 
visional agenda. This promises to bring it up at the opening session on Monday. 
At almost the same moment Congress was informed by President Truman that the 
U. 8S. is determined to support the principles of the United Nations. Thus, instead 
ef a hinted Big Three meeting which would discuss the Iran situation “realistically” 
im terms of international redistribution of oil properties, there is indication that 
the UNO Security Council will discuss it in terms of the rights of small nations. 

The military developments themselves in Iran remain obscure, so dark is the 
eurtain of that theater. There are reports of Kurdish troops’ activity along the 
herder area where Iraq, Iran and Turkey draw together. It is not surprising, for 
there have long been hints from Russia that the Kurds are panting for independence, 
er something, much as we were informed that the flame of liberty was burning in 
patriot bosoms of Azerbaijan, just before the Soviet occupation of Azerbaijan. The 
mext few days will show whether the main development is to be before UNO’s 
Security Council table or in military action 5,000 miles away. 

General George C. Marshall has returned from China to Washington for a 
first hand report and consultation at the State Department, which was much needed. 
At a press conference he gave a succinct and impressive statement of the Man- 
ehurian situation which he warns will be extremely critical for months to come. 
He gave with admirable modesty a summary of the accomplishments to date of 
his main mission—the unifying of China’s factions—and a too brief account of the 
methods employed. Conciliation of the still angry and suspicious factions, Nationalist 
and Communist was started, naturally at the top level, but this was only the starting 
point. He soon persuaded the leaders to establish a bi-party, fully-empowered execu- 
tive committee with the American Minister Walter Robertson as the third member— 
and incidentally so persuasive a third member that on occasion unanimous judg- 
ment, which is a requirement for any action, has been reached in opposition to fairly 
clear orders from higher up. That executive committee carries out the basic poli- 
eies, functioning through some forty 3-man teams (one Nationalist officer, one Com- 
maunist, and one American loaned by the warmly cooperative American military 
commander, Lt. Gen. A. C. Wedemeyer, the American being usually a member of 
our old training center or the combat command or the air or service forces). These 
forty American-energized teams, armed with the official “chops” which constitute 
the oriental scepter of authority, have been promptly dispatched -to the very scene 
ef each local factional difficulty and most miraculously have generally soothed the 
trouble and brought peace, or at least truce, to zones where Communist and Nationalist 
conflict had been imminent. The task is not complete nor anywhere near complete. 
It is at its worst in the North and particularly in Manchuria where the trouble 
is not even analyzed, much less composed. Everywhere China’s roads and railroads 
and canals are still broken down, vehicles non-existent, resources thin and ill dis- 
tributed, local governments feeble, National government compelled to rule largely 
by compromise. The sprawling, unorganized nation, much of it appallingly impov- 
erished and apathetic, all of it broken by seven years’ warfare, has problems too 
immense for quick and painless solution. General Marshall has made a start, but 
the road ahead is a long one, in bad repair, and hard to discern beyond the first 
corner.

The Marine Corps announces itself as 28 per cent ahead of itself in its demobili- 
zation schedule, having completed 60 per cent of its reduction toward an estimated 
peacetime strength of 100,000 men.

> NATIONAL GUARD. Governor Proctor of Vermont 6 March wrote to the 
Chief of the National Guard Bureau accepting the troop allotment to the State of 
Vermont with the addition of another unit, an Ordnance Maintenance Company, 
and a slight addition to the State Headquarters Detachment, bringing the total allot- 
ment up to 4,017. Acceptance of the allotment was based on the assumption that the 
War Department will turn over to the State some of the facilities at Ft. Dthan 
Alien for the use of the National Guard, since there seems to be no plan for use of 
the post by Regular Army troops. 

Governor Sam C. Ford, of Montana, has announced that his State has accepted 
the troop allotment made by the National Guard Bureau but that it will not be 
possible to activate troops until such time as the Legislature provides appropri- 
ations. The next regular session of the Legislature convenes 6 Jan. 1947, and no 
difficulty in obtaining the necessary funds is anticipated. In the meantime, Governor 
Ford said, all preliminary work will be done and when appropriations have been 
made troops can be activated without delay. The plan is to offer units to those cities 
and towns which maintained units before the war. These are: Helena, Bozeman, 
Livingston, Whitehall, Whitefish, Sidney, Poplar, Harlowton, Bainville, Culbertson, 
Kalispell, Glasgow, Great Falls, Lewistown and Chinook. Other units will be as- 
signed only after careful consideration of conditions. At the present time the State 
owns armories at Helena, Bozeman and Popular. The State Armory Board is giving 
consideration to constructing armories in other cities. The following cities own halls 
which can be used for armories in the event units are assigned: Livingston, Bain- 
ville, Culbertson, Glasgow, Great Falls, Lewistown and Chinook. 

Governor Robert S. Kerr of Oklahoma announces that his State has asked that 
the 45th Division and two Fighter Squadrons be allocated to the State. The State 
has 55 armories and one hangar. 

Florida, considering the tentative allotment as not entirely fair to the State 
and the personnel of its National Guard, Governor Willard F. Caldwell has requested 
the National Guard Bureau to reconsider the matter. At the present time Florida 
has the following Class A armories owned by the state, one unit unless otherwise 
noted: Apalachicola, Arcadia, Avon Park, Bartow, Bradenton, Daytona Beach— 
two units, Haines City, Jacksonville—ten units, Key West, Lakeland, Live Oak, 
Miami—four units, Ocala, Palmetto, Panama City, Plant City, Sanford, St. Augu- 
stine, St. Petersburg, Starke, Tallahassee—two unts, Tampa—eight units, West Palm 
Beach—two units, and Winter Haven. Class B armories are owned by the cities of 
Lake City and Orlando, the latter two units. In addiiton to this, appropriations have 
been made totalling $760,000, with the provision that the communities in which 
armories are built contribute equal amounts for the construction of armories in 
such communities. It is contemplated that this would provide armory accommoda- 
tion for 12 additional units. 

Brig. Gen. G. H. May, Adjutant General of Kentucky, announces that the War 
Department has been notified that his State will accept the State Headquarters 
and Headquarters Detachment, which consists of 53 men; the 149th Infantry Combat 
Team consisting of 3,586 men and the aviation that was set up for Kentucky which 
consists of 384 men. It is the intention of the State to organize these units as soon 
as possible. The remainder of the post-war setup for Kentucky will be organized 
at a later date. If at all possible the State desires a division.

> NAVY NOTES. Backers of Colgate W. Darden, former Governor of Virginia, 
for the post of Under Secretary of the Navy are predicting his nomination confirma- 
tion by the Senate shortly. Chairman Carl Vinson of the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee reportedly requested Darden’s nomination even before the name of Edwin 
Pauley was sent to the Senate, but Senate leaders, on whom the confirmation rests, 
have carefully been silent. The name of Fleet Admiral King was added to John P. 
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Kennedy, Artemus Gates, and John L. Sullivan last week as a possible nominee. 

Command of the New York Naval Shipyard, known during the war as the Brook- 
lyn Navy Yard, exchanged hands last week. Rear Adm. Francis E. M. Whiting re- 
lieved Rear Adm. Freeland A. Daubin, who will command the Seventeenth Naval Dis- 
trict with headquarters in Alaska. On the occasion of the change in command, it was 
announced that 280 ships have been de-commissioned in the Third Naval District, 
and 20 destroyers have been placed in reserve. 

Because of a need for officers in excess of the present force of Regulars and those 
awaiting transfer to USN, the Navy has requested that USNR officers, both line and 
staff, remain on active duty until 1 July 1946. Those who have already requested 
transfer to USN may submit these requests, but under no circumstances, rules the 
Navy, will they be released until their requests have been considered. The Navy de- 
sires applications by 1 April. 

Former Prisoners of War who were Warrant, Chief Warrant, Chief Petty Officers 
or first class petty officers at time of capture and who were previously deprived of the’ 
opportunity for possible recommendation for temporary appointment to warrant 
grade or commissioned rank may now be recommended by their current Commanding 
Officers provided the individuals are now on active duty. This was announced in 
Alnav 122, which stipulates that recommendations should be based on evaluation of 
qualifications rather than the fact that he is a former prisoner. 

Officers’ working gray uniforms may now carry shoulder boards and buttons either 
gold or black. Previously, wearing of gold boards and gilt buttons was prohibited 
with grays. 

The Navy is nearing the 2,000,000 mark in its demobilization, at a rate that in- 
dicates that this mark will be passed during the present week. Further points reduc- 
tions extend through 15 June, for most enlisted men at 23 points, officers 30, doctors 
39, Nurses 22, Wave officers 22, and Wave enlisted personnel 17 points on that date. 
Enlistments during the week 11-17 March reached 5,393, and brought total enlist- 
ments to 178,614. 





> ARMY SERVICE FORCES. Medical Department—Requests for supplies of 
streptomycin to be used in treating civilian cases no longer should be addressed to 
the Army Medical Department, which will be allotted only an approximate 30 per cent 
of the March streptomycin production. In the allocation program recently announced 
by the Civilian Production Administration, limited supplies of streptomycin will be 
distributed to civilians through the Committee on Chemotherapeutic and other Agents, 
Division of Medical Sciences, National Research Council. , 

Finance Department—Maj. Gen. W. H. Kasten, Chief of Finance, returned on 
17 March from a nine-day inspection trip of finance installations at New Orleans, San 
Antonio, and St. Louis. 

Corps of Engineers—The North Pacific Division, with headquarters in Portland, 
Oregon, is being reestablished as of today, 23 March. The North Pacific Division will 
be comprised of the present Portland and Seattle Engineer Districts. 

Also effective 23 March, the present Pacific Division, with headquarters at San 
Francisco, has been redesignated the South Pacific Division, and will be comprised 
of the present Los Angeles, Sacramento and San Francisco Engineer Districts. 

Ordnance Department—tTentatively scheduled to take place some time next 
month is a test and demonstration of guided missiles and V-type rockets by the Army 
Ordnance Department. The test will take place at White Sands Proving Ground, 
near Los Cruces, N. M. It is planned to fire several of the larger types of rocket bombs, 
following them in flight by means of radar. Scheduled to aid in the tests is the 1st 
Antiaircraft Artillery Guided Missiles Battalion from Fort Bliss, Tex. 

Col. Clarence BE. Partridge will retire from active duty on 31 Aug. 1946 after 
nearly 38 years’ service. He will soon go on terminal leave. A graduate of the U. 8. 
Military Academy, class of 1909, Col. Partridge has been with the Ordnance Depart- 
ment since 1912, excepting for a short tour of duty with the Infantry in the Philip- 
pines. He has served as Ordnance Officer in several Service Commands and since 
1943 has been on duty in the Office of the Chief of Ordnance. 

Col. E. N. Kirsten has been assigned as Chief of the Fire Control Design Division 
at Frankford Arsenal, succeeding Lt. Col. Louis Rossetto. Col. Kirsten, a graduate of 
West Point, 1937, claims the record of having the longest overseas Ordnance duty of 
any officer in the regular service.

Rapido River Hearing 

The House Military Committee has held 
hearings this week to determine whether 
there is reason to press for investigation 
of General Mark Clark’s handling of the 
Rapido River crossing which personnel of 
the 36th Division charge was marked by 
tactical errors which resulted in an un- 
necessary number of deaths. 

Appearing before the committee were 
Maj. Gen. Fred Walker, who was in com- 
mand of the 36th Division, and is now 
Adjutant General of Texas, Col. H. Miller 
Ainsworth, former executive officer of the 
142nd Infantry, and now President of the 
36th Division Association; Col. William 
H. Martin, a regimental commander in 
the 36th Division ; and Col. Carl Phinney, 
G-4 of the 36th Division. 

The presence of General Walker had 
been requested by the Military Commit- 
tee, but the remaining witnesses had 
asked to testify. 

The testimony of the witnesses had to 
do in the main with the strategy directed 
to be used by orders from General Harold 
L. Alexander, of the British Army. They 
credited General Alexander with having 
issued a directive “proper” from a stra- 
tegical standpoint, but, said General 
Walker, the complaint of the veterans of 
the Division “is that poor judgment was 
used in the selection of the point of attack 
and in the manner in which the directive 
of General Alexander was applied tac- 
tically. I have read the report made to 
the committee by the War Department 
and in my opinion, it circumvents the is- 
sue in question.” 

General Walker, in reply to a comittee 
question, stated that he believed General 
Clark and Gen. Geoffrey Keyes—criti- 





cized equally by General Walker—who 
was commander of the 2nd Corps, might 
well be called as witnesses. 

At a succeeding meeting of the Mili- 
tary Committee it was voted not to in- 
vestigate the subject further. 


Ist Cavalry Reviewed in Tokyo 


The largest military review of U. 8 
forces ever held in Tokyo took place 9 
March, when Lt. Gen. Robert L. Eichel- 
berger, Commanding General of the 
Eighth Army, reviewed elements of the 
1st Cavalry Division at the East Gate of 
the Imperial Palace. 

Occasion for the ceremony, in which ap- 
proximately 3,000 men of the Division 
participated, was the presentation of 
World War II battle streamers, brought 
from the United States. 

Maj. Gen. William C. Chase, com- 
mander of the Division, was host to digni- 
taries of the United Nations and high 
ranking U. S. Army officers who were on 
the reviewing stand.

amount thereof, shall be determined by the 
Secretary of War or by his designee within 
the War Department, in the manner and in 
accordance with the standards provided by 
law or regulations for Regular Army per- 
sonnel. All other duties, powers and functions 
incident to the administration and payment 
of such retirement pay are vested in the 

Veterans’ Administration. 

SEC. 204. In determining eligibility for re- 
tirement and the percentage of active service 
pay to be employed in computing the amount 
of retired pay under any provision of law, 
each commissioned officer on the active list 
of the Regular Army who is— 

(a) Commissioned in a promotion-list arm 
or service shall be deemed to have at least the 
same iength of continuous active commis- 
sioned service in the Regular Army as any 
officer junior to him on the promotion list; 

(b) Commissioned in a non-promotion-list 
arm or service shall be deemed to have at least 
the same length of continuous active commis- 
sioned service in the Regular Army as any 
officer junior te him in rank in the arm or 
service in which he is commissioned. 

SEC, 205. (a) Each commissioned officer of 
the Regular Army heretofore or hereafter re- 
tired under any provision of law (except-sec- 
tion 24 b of the National Defense Act, as 
amended, the Joint Resolution of 29 July 1941 
‘55 Stat. 606). Title I of this Act or any law 
hereafter enacted for the retirement of ineffi- 
cient officers) shall be advanced on the Offi- 
cers’ Retired List to the highest temporary 
grade satisfactorily held by him, as deter- 
mined by the Secretary of War, during active 
military service in time of war, and shall re- 
ceive retired pay at the rate prescribed by 
law, computed on the basis of the base and 
longevity pay which he would receive if serv- 
ing on active duty in such grade. 

(b) Each member of the Army Nurse Corps 
heretofore or hereafter retired under any pro- 
vision of law shall be advanced on the Nurse 
Corps Retired List to a grade with relative 
rank equal to the highest grade in which, or 
to the highest relative rank with which, she 
served satisfactorily, as determined by the 
Secretary of War, during active military ser- 
vice in time of war, whichever is higher, and 
shali recive retired pay at the rate prescribed 
by law computed on the basis of the base and 
longevity pay which she would receive if serv- 
ing on active duty in such grade or with 
such telative rank. 

(c) Each warrant officer and each enlisted 
member of the Regular Army heretofore or 
hereafter retired under any provision of law 
shall be advanced to the highest temporary 
commissioned officer, warrant officer, flight 
officer or enlisted grade satisfactorily held by 
him, as determined by the Secretary’ of War, 
during active military service in time of war, 
and shall receive retired pay at the rate pre- 
scribed by law computed on the basis of the 
base and longevity pay which he would re- 
ceive if serving on active duty in such grade: 
Provided, That the amount of such retired 
pay shall not exceed 75 per centum of the 
active service pay of the fourth pay period 
prescribed by law for commissioned officers. 

(d) No commissioned officer or warrant 
officer of the Regular Army shall receive ad- 
vanced retired grade or greater retired pay 
pursuant to this section unless at the time of 
retirement he shall have attained a perma- 
nent commissioned’ grade on the active list 
of the Regular Army not more than one grade 
lower than the highest temporary grade satis- 
factorily held by him in time of war, or shall 
have been In receipt of active service pay of 
the sixth pay period, or shall have completed 
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amounting to 28 or more years. No member 
of the Army Nurse Corps, and no enlisted 
member of the Regular Army, shall receive 
advanced retired grade or greater retired pay 
pursuant to this section unless at the time of 
retirement he or she shall have completed 
service credited for retirement purposes 
amounting to 20 or more years. 


(e) Each member of the Army of the United 
States, other than a member of the Regular 
Army, heretofore or hereafter granted re- 
tirement pay under any of the laws specified 
in subsection 201(b) of this title, shall receive 
such pay at the rate prescribed by law, com- 
puted upon the same basis as that prescribed 
by this section for the computation of the 
retired pay of members of the Regular Army: 
Provided, That the limitations contained in 
subsection (d) of this section shall not apply 
to members of the Army of the United States 
other than those of the Regular Army. 

(f) This section shall be effective as to per- 
sons heretofore retired or granted retirement 
pay upon the date of enactment of this title, 
and as to persons hereafter retired or granted 
retirement pay upon the effective date of re- 
tirement or of entitlement to receive retire- 
ment pay. 

(g) No person recalled to active duty after 
retirement, or after having been grantd re- 
tirement pay, shall be entitled, by reason of 
the enactment of this section, to be recalled 
in any rank or grade higher than that to 
which he or she would otherwise have been 
entitled. 

SEC. 206. (a) The Secretary of War may 
promulgate such regulations as may be neces- 
sary to carry into effect the provisions of this 
title. 

(b) Nothing contained in this title shall be 
construed to deprive any person of any higher 
retired grade or rank, or any greater retired 
or retirement pay, to which he or she may be 
entitled under any other provision of law. No 
back pay or allowances for any period prior 
to the date of enactment of this title shall 
accrue to any person by reason of the enact- 
ment thereof. 





Financial Digest 

The Senate Small Business Committee 
presented its report 14 March regarding 
small business price problems and govern- 
ment stabilization policies. Chairman 
James FE. Murray (Dem. Mont.) in de- 
livering the report said that the consen- 
sus of opinion, established in the hear- 
ings, was that only sufficient production 
of goods in the customary levels can re- 
move inflationary dangers now present 
in the economy. It was equally apparent, 
he said, that production at sufficiently 
high levels to make price control unneces- 
sary is not being achieved for a number 
of reasons. The Committee recommended 
to the President that he exercise his au- 
thority to effect such reorganization of 
the Civilian Production Administration 
and the Office of Price Administration as 
will result in a single agency controling 
production and prices of goods and serv- 
ices. It was made clear that the Com- 
mittee does not recommend the abolition 
of maximum average price regulations un- 
less and until a more desirable procedure 
can be devised. It was further recom- 
mended that OPA should keep its major 
price policies under continuous review 
and that such review should be made

now. The opinion was expressed that the 
abandonment of cost absorption would re- 
sult in the ruination of price control. 

Since the termination of the war Amer- 
ican industry has sharply increased its 
expenditures for plants and equipment. 
Estimated expenditures for the first quar- 
ter of 1946 are more than double those 
for the first quarter of 1945, according to 
a joint survey made by the Department 
of Commerce and the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission. 

The March issue of the Federal Reserve 
Bulletin estimates that after noticeable 
reductions in January and February be- 
cause of labor difficulties, total income 
payments for March will be at the annual 
rate of approximately $160 billion, about 
equal to 1945 levels which were high be- 
cause of war production. The higher na- 
tional income payments are attributed to 
lower personal income taxes applicable 
for 1946 and the higher wage levels which 
have been established in recent pay ne- 
gotiations in industry. 





Merchant Marine 

Merchant vessels will be diverted, the 
War Shipping Administration has an- 
nounced to move food supplies to France 
from Black Sea ports, including approxi- 
mately 100,000 tons of barley to be made 
available by Russia. 

Ships already in the Black Sea, or due 
at Odessa soon, will be diverted from 
other services, such as the movement of 
manganese, to transport the grain. The 
Russian offer indicated that 100,000 tons 
would be available by 15 April, and that 
100,000 tons would be available each two 
weeks thereafter, the WSA declares. 

Lack of bunker fuel oil, hoWever, has 
delayed the sailing of a number of vessels 
bound overseas with cargoes of relief 
supplies. The shortage, reports the WSA, 
is caused by the continuing demand for 
fuel as compared with lessened produc- 
tion since the end of hostilities. Tankers 
are available to move the oil. 

The situation is not so critical on the 
west coast, but Atlantic and Gulf ports 
are short of sufficient stocks. In Phila- 
delphia, bunker fuel stocks were depleted 
early this month, according to the WSA, 
and departures from New York and Nor- 
folk are delayed by shortages there. 

Adjustment of passenger fares to corre- 
spond to pre-war standards appears 
forthcoming as a result of recent revision 
by the WSA of basic rates. The order 
does not immediately change any pas- 
senger fares now in effect but provides 
schedules covering areas for which fares 
have not previously been published, 
and serves notice that fares will 
be adjusted if not suitable in the fu- 
ture for normal commercial passenger 
service. This action is in anticipation of 
the release of passenger vessels by the 
services, and the resumption of peacetime 
travel by sea. 

Basic rates are subject to adjustment 
for type of accommodations. Some of the 
rates from U. 8S. ports are: to United 
Kingdom and Eire, $150; to Bermuda, 
$40; to Hawaiian Islands, $100; to China, 
$250.

are devoted to glider training and ad- 
vanced instruction. The glider qualifica- 
tion course is comprised of familiariza- 
tion with cargo gliders, loading and lash- 
ing of organizational equipment, compu- 
tation of the center of gravity of a loaded 
glider, personnel flights, and the pro- 
cedure of glider pick-ups, in which a 
glider is picked from the ground by a 
plane in full flight. The advanced instruc- 
tion they receive during this course con- 
sists of night jumps, simulated combat 
problems, assembly of airborne forces, 
and related subjects, qualifying the stu- 
dents as full-fledged airborne soldiers. 
Their knowledge of airborne tactics will 
be complete so that their services will be 
an important factor in the airborne army 
of the future. The full eight-week course 
is one of the most interesting and excit- 
ing offered by a service school. 

Selected officers and NCO’s from air- 
borne units are sent to an Advanced Air- 
borne course in which they receive six 
weeks of instruction in the planning and 
staging of airborne operations. The 
graduates of this course are the men who 
will be the leaders of tomorrow’s air- 
borne fighting units. 

Specialist Schools are provided for of- 
ficers and men of airborne units; some 
take eight weeks of rigger instruction, 
which encompasses packing and main- 
tenance of parachute equipment and the 
dropping of supply bundles from planes; 
others are students in an eighteen-week, 
highly-specialized course in airborne com- 
munications and pathfinder technique.

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Ground Arms Conferences 
(Continued from first page) 
of the Infantry division. 

General Jacob L. Devers, commanding 
general of the Army Ground Forces, left 
Washington for Fort Sill 29 March, ac- 
companied by 25 staff officers. They will 
remain at Fort Sill until 23 March. 

In addition to committee study, demon- 
strations in gunnery, communications and 
air training, combined arms and mate- 
riel will employ many weapons under de- 
velopment as the war closed and since 
perfected. Chief among these are new 
types of rocket launchers, new and 
heavier mortars and self-propelled artil- 
lery pieces. One late development is a 
240-mm self-propelled howitzer. 

The last five days of the conference will 
be given over to committee study, presen- 
tation of suggestions and preparation of 
the final reports. 

No agenda has been announced for the 
two conferences to follow, Armored and 
Infantry, but it is believed that they will 
follow similar lines to those employed at 
Fort Sill. 

Organization boards have broached the 
subject of combined Artillery, possibly 
combining all types in one arm. Feeling 
in the service at present is that while con- 
solidation of some form undoubtedly will 
be a feature of the post-war Army it is 
hardly likely that Field Artillery and 
Coast Artillery will be combined as a 
single arm. 

These conferences will undoubtedly 
carry great weight in the final formula- 
tion of organization within the Ground 
Forces. Many feel that a logical step at 
this time would be the reestablishment 
of offices of the Chiefs of arm, which 
posts were permitted to lapse after the 
establishment of the Army Ground Forces 
by executive order four years ago. This 
subject may, of course, be discussed at 
the conferences and it is understood that 
it has been given some study already, 
but at present there seems little basis 
for a belief that such a move will be 
made at once. 

It is to be exnected that the Infantry 
conference will study many of the sug- 
gestions which have been made regarding 
divisional changes and it is possible that 
additional recommendations will result.

a durable goods manufacturing business re- 
ceived $200 per month. in a large motor man- 
ufacturing company, $233 per month. and in 
a large oil company, $286 per month. Gen- 
erally speaking, the pay of officers of the 
Navy has remained nearly static since 1908. 
In that time there has been an increase in 
the cost of living of 109 per cent. All changes 
in hase pay, rental allowance and subsistence 
allowance during these last 38 years has not 
exceeded 20 per cent.” 

Secretary Patterson told the commit- 
tee: 

“Althourh the cost of living has increased 
immensely through the years, the remunera- 
tion received by officers has not, to any ap- 
preciable degree, kept pace with these ad- 
vancements. There is a genuine need for the 
recommended increase in officers’ pay and 
allowances to compensate partially for the 
advancement in living costs. Furthermore, 
to maintain an Army capable of insuring the 
defense of this nation, it is imperative that 
its leaders be obtained from among able 
yorng men of broad vision. The hest quali- 
fied men of our country must be induced to 
Seek the Army as a career. It will be impos- 
sible for the military service to procure or 
retain the more outstanding men who are 
competent to assume positions of great re- 
Sponsibility unless they are compensated on 
a bas's similar to that provided for respon- 
sible civilian positions. 

rhe recommended increase in pay and al- 
lowances for enlisted men and officers is not 
intended to correct any alleged inequities or 
discriminations which may exist under the 
Pay Readjustment Act. It is proposed solely 
to alleviate an undesirable situation which 
has heen made more acute by the recent rise 
in living costs and civilian scales of pay. Un- 
til such time as our postwar military and na- 
val requirements are more clearly determined, 
I believe that no attempt should be made to 
revise the basic pay structure of the armed 
forces as between the various grades and 
ranks, 

“After carefully considering the basis for 
flying, parachute, glider, and submarine pay, 
I am of the firm opinion that no changes 
Should be made in the increases which are 
presently allowed for such service. There are 
many reasons in support of extra payment 
for performance of hazardous duty. If this 
country is to maintain its present lead in 
these fields, the incentive of extra pay must 
continue to be offered for personnel to assume 
the inherent risks involved.”

mittee, one listing the fleet possible under 
an appropriation of $6,325,000,000, and 
a second possible with an allowance of 
$4,224,000,000. 

The Chief of Naval Operations told 
the committee that “Our stake is so great 
that we might better err by having too 
large a Navy than too small a Navy.” 
Unless amounts deleted from the budget 
are returned, he said, “Expenditures will 
not be as well balanced as originally 
planned, and maintenance, modernization, 
and the development and use of improve- 
ments will be lessened.” 


The need of a full complement of per- 
sonnel, and of an increase in the budget 
as proposed at present, was stressed by 
Admiral Nimitz as essential (1) for lay- 
ing up ships to be placed on the inactive 
list; (2) serapping other ships; (3) dis- 
posing of surplus property; and (4) 
safeguarding surplus property. Otherwise, 
he stated, trained personnel needed for 
operation duty will have to be assigned 
to those four duties. 

In the course of the hearing, Chairman 
Carl Vinson said, “My conclusion is that 
it (cutting the budget) would jeopardize 
the proper defense of the country and 
the position of the government in world 
matters.” 

The support of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee was led by Chairman Vinson, 
who indicated that the fight for restora- 
tion of the budget cut would be carried to 
the floor of the House if necessary. Two 
members of his committee, Rep. F. Ed- 
ward Herbert and Rep. L. Mendell Rivers, 
took the floor of the House during the 
week to condemn Budget Bureau action 
and demand justification for the cuts. 

Rep. Rivers told the House that the 
Budget Bureau could not have proposed 
such budgetary restrictions had visits 
been made to Pacific bases and their value 
to national defense been considered. He 
said he had just returned from a 28,000- 
mile inspection tour of naval facilities, 
and that the reduced appropriations 
would invite “repetitions of Guam and 
Wake.” 

Rep. Rivers added that “the House 
Naval Affairs Committee is not going to 
abdicate its duty to the people of this 
country and to take the action of the 
sudget Bureau laying down.” 

Admiral Nimitz’s testimony included 
outlines of Post-War Plan #14, possible 
if the Navy is allotted $6,325,000,000 ; and 
Post-War Plan #2A, possible under the 
proposed appropriation of $4,224,000,000.

Demonstrate Television 

Television adapted for military use was 
demonstrated Friday at the Anacostia, 
D. C., Naval Air Station by former Brig. 
Gen. David Sarnoff, president of RCA. 

General Sarnoff, who foretold the de- 
velopment of television in 1923, super- 
vised a joint RCA-Navy demonstration 
of airborne units designated “ring” and 
“bloc,” and described the “walkie-lookie,” 
a light-weight portable television camera 
with which a reporter might cover street 
scenes as readily as with a news camera. 

“Bloc” in its early stages was used by 
Special Task Air Group One during at- 
tacks on Bougainville and Rabaul, and 
is the result of study in airborne tele- 
vision begun by General Sarnoff in 1934. 
He is known as the “Father of American 
Television” and besides his duties with 
RCA, is chairman of the board of the 
National Broadcasting Company. 

“Bloc” television is a light short-range 
type, that can be fixed in the nose of a 
Beechcraft JRB plane. The image is 
transmitted from 15 to 20 miles and the 
equipment would be used in advanced 
field operations. 

“Ring” television is so named because 
it uses a special radio-electronic camera 
that can be moved with the freedom of 
an ordinary newsreel camera. It is the 
most powerful airborne equipment, with 
a range of over 200 miles on broadcasts 
made from an altitude of 15,000 feet. It 
is carried in a Martin JM-1 plane, and 
ean flash images of battle actions back 
to central headquarters.

Three Signal Communications Courses 
have been established at the Antiaircraft 
Artillery School. One course is for Com- 
munication ofticers, one for enlisted com- 
munication personnel, and one for radio 
repairmen. Students who are graduated 
from these courses are experts in the 
care, operation, and maintenance of field 
telephones, test sets, switchboards, and 
radio equipment. The officers and enlist- 
ed students pursue the same basic sub- 
jects in separate sections: basic electric- 
ity, telephony, principles of radio com- 
munication, message center procedure, 
ete. The officers concentrate on air- 
ground liaison, establishment and opera- 
tion of AAAIS and AAOR, codes and au- 
thenticator systems, and other subjects 
considered essential for communication 
ofticers. Enlisted men specialize in radio 
and telephone procedure, study teleg- 
raphy, must acquire a speed of 15 words 
per minute in transmitting and receiving 
International Morse Code, and become 
experts in the installation, care, and 
maintenance of all types of wire and ra- 
dio communication equipment. The en- 
listed men who specialize in radio repair 
actually tear down radio transmitters 
and receivers and rebuild them, con- 
Stantly testing the circuit for various 
troubles. When a man has completed this 
course he is able to repair all types of 
Antiaircraft radio equipment.
